Henry Sterling, chairman of Ihe legislative committee of 


(he American Federation of Labor, made some rat her caustic 
remarks the o'lher day at a hearing before the Senate sulKam- 
mitlee which was considering the Poiiulexlcr anli-sirikc lull 
lor railroads. He arraigned the public, "this so-ca led inno- 
cent parly," as the only wrong' doer in industry, and declined 
that the proposed legislation was "founded on Uie theory lhat 
(he public must npt be inconvenienced, but must get evciy- 
Uiihg it wants richl away." I le said Ihe public is the one greal 
sinner in the industrial field, Umt if doesn't give :i Hip for the 
man who works and wouldn't care if children worked them- 
selves to death hit he mills and factories. 
'I here was more io 


the same effect, showing that Mr. Sterling has a very unfavor- 
able opinion of the "innocent third parly," the public. 


But possibly one good result should come from Hie healed 


(•ilk of Ihis labor leader,
